Potor Staart Ney landed at Charleston, 
Con the 29th of Jannary, 1816. After 
renting in South Carolina a short time 
he nmoved to Virginia, where he resided 
until ehout the year 1820, when be came 
to Davie County, North Carolina, and en- 
pe in achoolteaching. He taught the 

jreck and the Latin language, as well as 

the English. He was exceptionally good 
in inatlematioa, ot which be seemed to be 
very fond. He was a man of splendid 
executive ability, and a rigid disciplina- 
rian. Llowever, he easily secu the 
love, amownting almost to veneration, of 
hie pupils, who, in the language of one of 
them, “would have fought for him and 
di! for him had it been necessary.” 

“Ile was a man a little ander six feet in 
hight.’ (Elis length was found to be five 
fect ten inches, by actual measurement, 
made by the corps of physicians, in May.) 
“He was not very fleshy. fat quite mus- 
cular; and weighed about two hundred 
pounds, His read was nearly bald, and 
showed a scar on one side — the left—ex- 
tending from the temple toward the cen- 
ter of the crown. His face was slightly 
marked with small-pox.” 

On one cecasion, he communicated toa 
pup, Col. TF. Huston, the particulars 
of the Kussian campaign, recounting the 
ditheulties of the retreat, and the bard- 
ships codured, and narrating how Napo- 
leon eubraced him and called him ‘the 
bravest of the brave.” He gave to Colo- 
nei Huston the secret of his escape. He 
stated that the platoon detailed to do the 
bloody work were soldiers of his com- 
madd; that they had been secretly in- 
structed to ‘aim high’; that he refused to 
allow the bandage to be placed over bis 
eyes; that he higwelf gave the command 
to ‘fire’; that they fired and be fel! and 
was pronounced dead by the attending 
Ph ysivians who where in the conspiracy ; 
that his body was at once turned over to 
his frends who secretiy conveyed him to 
Bordeaux, whence be sailed for America.
